Mr. Van Wiixis, of Western ‘Virginia, on 
Thursday, in the Senate, when the bill for the 
repeal of the Fugitive Slave, law came up 
for consideration, opened the debate by say- 
ing that,.“The remarks he would make, 
though not particularly applicable to tlie bill 
under consideration, would not be inappro- 
priate.” He then. proceeded. to make a 
speech, in which he discussed the loyalty of: 
the Border States; the absurdity of the Cop- 
perheads; the constitutionality of the admis- 


‘sion of Western Virginia to the Union, and 


the cirenmstances attending that event; the 
extent to which the new State had contributed 
men to the. army; the consequences that 
would have followed her failure or refusal to 
dos0;,and it was only at the close of his 
long speech, if we are to judge from the sum- 
mary, that he found time atid opportanity to 

say a few words upon the subject before the 
Senate. That “ these remarks were not par- 
ticularly applicable to the bill under consider-
